Till Human Voices Wake 
Us has all the makings of an 
epic love story - flashbacks 
and everything - but the 
languid pace and muted 
performances prevent the film 
from becoming anything more 
than a really well-shot and 
occasionally brilliantly acted 
romance. 

As the movie opens, Sam 
(Guy Pearce) receives word 
that his father has passed 
away. He heads back to his 
hometown to collect the body, 
and while en route he begins 
remembering his childhood. 
Specifically, one pivotal 
summer during which he 
began a short-lived romance 
with a local girl named Silvy. 
Back in the present, he meets 
an enigmatic woman named 
Ruby (Helena Bonham Carter) 


- who he winds up saving after 
she tries committing suicide. 
The attempt leaves her with 
amnesia, though, and the two 
work at restoring her memory - 
while Sam comes to grips with 
that unforgettable summer. 

Till Human Voices Wake 
Us marks the directorial debut 
ofscreenwriterMichaelPetroni 
(he wrote The Dangerous 
Lives of Alter Boys and 
co-wrote, uh, Queen of the 
Damned), and suffers from 
just the sort of indulgences 
one expects from a first-timer. 
Petroni isn’t terribly concerned 
with creating a consistently 
entertaining film; rather, his 
focus is on whipping up an 
enigmatic atmosphere, rife 
with characters reflecting on 
their lives. Sam should have 
been a compelling figure - 
especially once we learn how 
traumatic his childhood was - 
but Petroni prefers to keep us at 
arms length from the character. 
Though Pearce is quite good 
in this role, he’s unable to turn 
Sam into someone we really 
care about - due mostly to 
Petroni’s refusal to imbue the 
character with any defining 
characteristics other than 


longing and suffering. 

All of that is exacerbated 
by the film’s dreamy style; 
the camera lingers on trees 
and still waters, and it’s 
presumably all supposed to 
add up to something majestic. 
And while there’s no denying 
that the cinematography 
(by Roger Lanser) is 
impressively gorgeous, it’s 
hard to be too impressed by 
it when you’re bored silly. 
That’s a mild overstatement 
- the performances alone 
assure that the film remains 
consistently watchable - but 
Petroni’s leisurely approach 
to the material indicates that 
this would’ve been far more 


effective as a short. 

And by the time the film’s 
secrets have been revealed - 
most notably the true identity 
of Ruby - it’s hard to really 
care. We’ve been beaten 
into submission by the pace 
(which is virtually stationary), 
which undoubtedly gives 
the film a meditative air, but 
since there’s nothing much of 
interest here, we’re forced into 
daydreaming about mundane 
things (ie did I turn the oven 
off when I left the house?) 
Still, it’s not a complete wash 
- the film is quite spectacular 
on a purely visceral level and 
the performances (particularly 
the two kids playing Sam and 


Silvy) are better than the script 
deserves. 

Contribution is strongly 
suggested in order to continue 
with our film club presentation.

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Duncan briefs Richardson on 
possibilities with Dominica 


PHILIPSBURG—Constitutional Affairs 
Minister Roland Duncan on Monday 
briefed Economic Affairs Commissioner 
Frans Richardson on his visit to 
Dominica, a stop-over which was part of 
the Minister’s nine-day visit to several 
Caribbean countries. 

During talks held in Dominica, the last 
destination visited, the Minister used 
the opportunity to discuss relevant 
tourism and trade issues with Dominica’s 
Minister of Tourism Ian Douglas and 
other officials. 

With tourism, economic affairs and 
aviation falling under the auspices of 
Commissioner Richardson, the Minister 
thought it prudent to relay some of the 
information to Richardson, who can then 
explore ways and means of strengthening 
cooperation, economic or otherwise, 
between St. Maarten and Dominica. 
While discussions still have to take place 
on various levels, Dominica, the Minister 
said, showed great interest in Princess 
Juliana International Airport functioning 
as a main gateway to Dominica; Winair 
resuming its service to the island 
and/or possibly agreeing on special 


servicing agreements with Dominica; 
and regularizing and enhancing trade 
opportunities to benefit consumers. 
“Speaking generally, these were just 
some of the points I raised with the 
Commissioner. The finer details will 
now have to be worked out by the 
Commissioner. I believe these are very 
important issues, so most naturally I will 
be available to assist as much as I can on 
the federal level,” the Minister said. 

He added that once back in Curasao, he 
will present a formal, detailed report to 
the Central and Island Governments. 

The purpose of his nine-day visit was to 
give the Caribbean islands insight into 
the constitutional changes taking place in 
the Netherlands Antilles and to explore 
and strengthen ties in the region. 

He visited Trinidad and Tobago, Grenada, 
St. Lucia and Dominica. 

He also met with representatives of 
the Caribbean Community Caricom, 
the Organisation of Eastern Caribbean 
States (OECS), the International Labour 
Organisation (ILO) and the Economic 
Commission for Latin America and the 
Caribbean (ECLAC). □

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DP ‘blacked out’ from constitutional issues 


PHILIPSBURG—The non- 
negotiable and fixed date on 
which St. Maarten will attain 
country status must be in 
“black and white” and agreed 
to by all relevant parties in 
the Kingdom before any talks 
can start on a date for the 
next election, which should 
be for the first parliament 
of St. Maarten, Democratic 
Party (DP) leader Island 
Councilwoman Sarah Wescot- 
Williams said Tuesday. 

A firm date for the attainment 
of country status is supposed 
to be pinned down at the 
end of September when the 
Political Steering Group of 
the Kingdom meets to iron 
out several pending matters. 
Wescot-Williams said the date 
must be ratified at the forum, 
but pushing for this requires 
all parties to work together. 
Parties in the Kingdom 
Political Steering Group had 
agreed in June that country 
status for St. Maarten and 
Curasao would be in place by 


no later than the end of October 
2010. For this deadline to 
be met, elections for the 
first parliaments of the new 
countries must be held at least 
by August 2010, according to 
Wescot-Williams. 

However, DP has been shut 
out from information or 
dialogue by the National 
Alliance (NA)/Heyliger 
government, which shows 
no indication that it wants to 
involve the opposition, a route 
taken by the former DP-led 
government, but abandoned 
by the new one, she pointed 
out. Asked about the DP’s 
involvement in the process 
of constitutional change since 
taking the opposition benches, 
she said “absolutely no 
information” had been shared 
by Constitutional Affairs 
Commissioner William 

Marlin, but that her party 
stood firm in its commitment 
to country status. 

The “blackout” has kept the 
opposition party out of the loop 


World Series Softball Players 
Get Swine Flu Checkup

Girls from around the world are coming to Portland to 
compete in the Little League Softball world series. As April 
Baer reports, health officials are trying to make sure they 
don’t bring unwanted viral guests with them. 

Preparations are underway for the ten teams playing at 
Portland’s Alpenrose Fields. 

With mowers buzzing through the infield grass, and over a 
hundred girls arriving from as far away as Anchorage, Milan, 
and Guam, Providence St. Vincent sent a volunteer physician 
to screen the players for any evidence of illness. 

Specifically, Dr. Ken Dirk is looking for swine flu. 

Ken Dirk “If it’s a routine illness, as long as they don’t have 
a high fever, they aren’t displaying symptoms consistent with 
the flu, we leave it up to the league to allow them to play.” 
Most of the time, Dirk says, the symptoms turn out to be 
something like asthma. As long as the girls have passed the 
two-week contact window for contagion, they’re usually 
cleared to play.

WASHINGTON - The 
Federal Reserve delivered 
a vote of confidence in the 
economy Wednesday, saying 
it would slow the pace of an 
emergency rescue program 
and indicating the recession 
appears to be ending. 

The central bank also held 
interest rates steady at 
record lows, with a closely 
watched bank lending rate 
near zero, and again pledged 
to keep them there for “an 
extended period” to nurture 
an anticipated recovery. 

Fed Chairman Ben Bernanke 
and his colleagues said 
the economy appeared 
to be “leveling out” — a 
considerable upgrade from 
their last meeting in June, 
when the Fed observed only 
that the economy’s contraction 
was slowing. 

“We’re no longer at DEFCON 
1,” said Richard Yamarone, 


Citigroup shares gain nearly 8 percent

NEW YORK - Shares of Citigroup Inc. rose 
nearly 8 percent Wednesday, outpacing gains 
among other financial stocks, amid a brighter 
outlook on the economy from the Federal 
Reserve. 

Shares rose 29 cents, or 7.9 percent, to close 
regular trading at $3.98 — the stock’s highest 
close in three months. 

The rise in Citigroup shares and other financial 
stocks helped lead the stock market higher 
Wednesday as investors welcomed a slightly 
more upbeat tone from the Fed on the economy. 
The central bank said the economy appears to 
be “leveling out.” Previously, the Fed said the 
economy’s decline was slowing. 

The change in the Fed’s language was enough 
to reassure investors that their improving 
sentiments on the economy have been well- 
founded. 

Citigroup shares have jumped 54 percent in the 
last month as investors bet big banks will see 
better business as the economy improves. The 
stock has more than quadrupled since it slid 
below $1 in early March on fears that the bank 
might crumble under the weight of rising loan 
losses and soured investments. 


Also likely helping to boost Citigroup’s shares 
are recent moves by several executives to 
increase their stakes in the company. Investors 
see this as a vote of confidence in the bank, said 
Anton Schutz, portfolio manager of Burnham 
Financial Industries Fund and Burnham 
Financial Services Fund. 

“Insider buying is always a good thing,” Schutz 
said. On Monday, Chairman Richard Parsons 
disclosed in a regulatory filing that he recently 
purchased nearly 16,000 shares. That followed 
purchases by newly appointed Citibank CEO 
Eugene McQuade and Manuel Medina-Mora, 
the head of Citi’s Latin American and Mexican 
operations. 

According to filings with the Securities and 
Exchange Commission, both McQuade and 
Medina-Mora bought 1 million shares last week 
at prices ranging from $3.19 to $3.61 apiece. 
Citigroup brought in McQuade, a veteran bank 
executive, to lead its main banking group in 
July. 

Earlier this week, Citi said it approved $6 
billion in new lending initiatives during the 
second quarter as part of its programs supported 
by government bailout funds. 

Citigroup has received $45 billion in TARP 
money since last October. □ 


economist at Argus Research, 
referring to the defense term 
used to indicate being under 
siege. “The Fed is pulling in 
some of its life preservers 
now that the economy is no 
longer sinking.” 

The more optimistic tone 
lifted Wall Street. The Dow 
Jones industrials gained about 
120 points, or 1.3 percent, to 
close above 9,360 — near 
their highest level since the 
market bottomed out in early 
March. 

The Fed said it would 
gradually slow the pace of its 
program to buy $300 billion 
worth of Treasury securities 
and shut it down at the end of 
October, a month later than 
previously scheduled. 

It has bought $253 billion 
of the securities so far. The 
program is designed to 
force interest rates down for 
mortgages and other consumer 
debt and spur Americans to 
spend more money. 

“I think the Fed is feeling 
increasingly comfortable 
about where the economy 
is going,” said Mark Zandi, 
chief economist at Moody’s 
Economy.com. “For the first 
time in two years, the Fed 
is taking one step — a baby 
step — toward unwinding the 
massive stimulus.” 

The Treasury-buying 

program’s effectiveness has 
been questioned on both Wall 
Street and Capitol Hill, with 
critics saying it looks like the 
Fed is printing money to pay 
for Uncle Sam’s spending 
binge. 

As the Fed winds down the 
program, rates on government 
debt might edge higher, 
economists said. But the Fed 
appeared to feel sufficiently 
secure that higher rates would 
not jeopardize a recovery, 
they said. 

Chris Rupkey, an economist 
at Bank of Tokyo-Mitsubishi, 
viewed it as a “vote of 
confidence that credit markets 
and the economic outlook has 


improved and will show even 
further improvement down 
the road.” 

The Fed left unchanged 
another program that aims to 
push down mortgage rates. 
In that venture, the Fed is on 
track to buy $1.25 trillion 
worth of securities issued by 
mortgage finance companies 
Fannie Mae and Freddie Mac 
by the end of the year. 

The central bank’s recent 
purchases have totaled about 
$543 billion, suggesting the 
Fed still has firepower in its 
arsenal. 

The Fed left the target range for 
its bank lending rate at zero to 
0.25 percent. And economists 
think it will stay there through 
the rest of this year. The 
rationale: Super-cheap lending 
will lead Americans to spend 
more, which will support the 
economy. 

If the Fed holds rates steady, 
commercial banks’ prime 
lending rate, used as a peg for 
rates on home equity loans, 
certain credit cards and other 
consumer loans, will stay at 
about 3.25 percent, the lowest 
in decades. 

The Fed gave its assessment 
after its first meeting since 
the economy began flashing 
significant signs of turning a 
corner. They include fewer job 
losses in July, slower economic 
contraction and stabilizing 
consumer spending. But 
dangers still lurk. 

Further job losses, sluggish 
income growth, hits to wealth 
from tanking home values and 
still-hard-to-get credit could 
make Americans cautious in 
the months ahead, the Fed 
said. 

The Fed expressed confidence 
that low rates and other 
aggressive action will 
gradually bolster the economy. 
Even so, economic activity 
probably will “remain weak 
for a time,” the Fed warned. 
Against that backdrop, the 
Fed said inflation is likely to 
stay “subdued.” □

NEW YORK - A more upbeat 
Federal Reserve is reassuring 
investors that they’ve been 
making the right bets. 

Stocks bounded higher 
Wednesday after the central 
bank ended a two-day meeting 
by saying the economy 
appears to be “leveling out” 
rather than shrinking at a 
slower rate. The Fed’s more 
positive take on the economy 
than it had in June wasn’t 
surprising but it still bolstered 
hopes for a recovery. 
Wednesday’s advance re¬ 
energized the market’s summer 
rally after it had stalled on 
Monday and Tuesday. Major 
market indexes jumped more 
than 1 percent, including the 
Dow Jones industrial average, 
which rose 120 points. Fong- 
term Treasurys fell after the 
Fed said it would slow its 
purchases of government 
debt. 

Financial and technology 
shares posted some of the 
strongest gains after a ratings 
upgrade and profit reports 
provided evidence of a 
rebound. The stock market’s 
advance was itself adding 
to bank and insurance stock 
gains — its climb means their 
investment portfolios are 
surging in value. 

Investors who sent stocks 
soaring the past four weeks 
on expectations for a recovery 
went into Wednesday hoping 
for a change in the Fed’s 
language. Many investors 
were anticipating that the 
central bank’s assessment 
might be moving closer to 
their own after the Fabor 
Department said Friday that 
the nation’s unemployment 
rate fell in July for the first 
time in 15 months. 

The Fed’s statement was 
particularly gratifying after 
traders suffered an attack of 
nerves Tuesday that slashed 
1 percent from the major 
indexes. Concerns about 
the health of banks fed that 
drop, but the Fed’s comments 
soothed those fears. The 
central bank also left interest 
rates unchanged, as expected. 
“They did really endorse 
the fact that we’re moving 
into recovery, not searching 


for the bottom,” said Bruce 
McCain, chief investment 
strategist at Key Private Bank 
in Cleveland. 

The Fed also said it would slow 
the pace of its program to buy 
$300 billion worth of Treasury 
securities so that it will close at 
the end of October, rather than 
September as planned. The 
central bank has bought $253 
billion of the securities so far. 
The program is designed to 
reduce rates on mortgages and 
other consumer debt. 

“The fact that they are going 
to wind down the Treasury 
purchases I think leaves the 
clear impression that they 
are quite satisfied with the 
progress we are making in the 
recovery,” McCain said. 

But some analysts are skeptical 
that the market can maintain 
its climb even with the Fed’s 
more optimistic words. The 
S&P 500 index is up 14.4 
percent in little more than a 
month and 48.7 percent since 
it fell to a 12-year low in early 
March. 

“It looks like a pretty sharp 
rise to me to have a lot of 
sustainability,” said Dan 
Cook, senior market analyst at 
IG Markets in Chicago. 

The Dow rose 120.16, or 1.3 
percent, to 9,361.61. The 
Standard & Poor’s 500 index 


rose 11.46, or 1.2 percent, to 
1,005.81, while the Nasdaq 
composite index gained 28.99, 
or 1.5 percent, to 1,998.72. 
Rising stocks outpaced those 
that fell 5-to-2 on the New 
York Stock Exchange, where 
consolidated volume fell to 
5.5 billion shares from 5.8 
billion Tuesday. Fight volume 
can skew price moves but is 
typical of late summer when 
many traders take vacations. 
Investors found 

encouragement Wednesday 
from a range of industries. 
Peter Jankovskis, co-chief 
investmentofficeratOakBrook 
Investments in Fisle, Ill., said 
quarterly results from luxury 
homebuilder Toll Brothers Inc. 
and retailer Macy’s Inc. could 
be signaling that consumption 
is increasing. That is key to a 
recovery because consumer 
spending accounts for more 
than two-thirds of U.S. 
economic activity. 
Homebuilders jumped after 
Toll Brothers said 3 percent 
more homebuyers signed 
contracts in its fiscal third 
quarter, the first annual 
increase in four years. 

The company’s statement 
that many of its markets are 
improving boosted confidence 
because analysts point to 
unemployment and housing as 


two of the biggest obstacles to 
a rebound. Toll jumped $2.94, 
or 14.4 percent, to $23.42. 
Macy’s reported a better-than- 
expected second-quarter profit 
and cited cost-cuts in raising 
its full-year earnings forecast. 
The retailer rose 93 cents, or 6 
percent, to $16.40. 

Insurers led financial stocks 
higher after S&P raised its 
credit outlook for Travelers 
Cos. The commercial and 
personal property insurer 
advanced $ 1.50, or 3.3 percent, 
to $46.43. 

Tech shares rose after Applied 


Materials Inc.’s fiscal third- 
quarter results topped analysts ’ 
expectations. The maker of 
equipment for manufacturing 
semiconductors rose 44 cents, 
or 3.3 percent, to $13.66. 
Meanwhile, bond prices were 
mixed after an auction of $23 
billion in 10-year Treasury 
notes saw demand in line 
with recent levels but down 
from last month.

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Can Corals Survive In A Warming WorldP

thinking that climate change 
was actually one of the most 
important threats to corals at 
the moment. So people started 
looking at why coral reefs 
recover from bleaching or why 
they don’t.” 

That’s one reason they’ve come 
to Bonaire. The reef here was hit 
hard during the 1998 bleaching 
episode. Marine biologist 
Mark Vermeij, from the nearby 
island of Curacao, remembers it 
vividly. 

“The reef slope actually looked 
like a mountain slope full of 
snow. People here were taking 
their skis out and took pictures 
for home — like they were 
skiing the coral reefs.”

Coral reefs are the rain forests 
of the oceans, teeming with 
diverse and postcard-perfect 
fish, towering sponges and 
multicolored coral. And like rain 
forests, they are in jeopardy. 
Global warming is a long-term 
threat to the world’s coral reefs. 
And this summer, the risk to 
Caribbean corals could be acute. 
Federal scientists warn that the 
seas could be unusually warm. 
And warm water can be deadly 
for corals. 

Scientists can’t do anything 
about overheating ocean waters. 
But they are exploring ways to 
keep reefs resilient, so they can 
better withstand heat shock. 

This spring, a team of scientists 
converged on the tiny Caribbean 
Island of Bonaire to study the 
reef and understand what keeps 
it healthy. 

The ecology of the reef isn’t the 
only thing at stake — so is the 
very economy of the island. 
“Bonaire is known as a diver’s 
paradise,” says Ramon deLeon, 
who is in charge of the marine 
park that encircles the island. 
“Anywhere from 50 to 70 percent 
of the economy is running on 
tourism, and 90 percent of the 
tourism is diving tourism.” 

A Reef Check-Up 

On this balmy evening, deLeon 


has come to this combination 
bar and dive shop to meet up 
with a team of scientists. They 
plan to spend the next 10 days 
in the water, to see how the reef 
is doing. 

Gabriel Grimsditch, from the 
conservation group IUCN, has 
organized the research. He 
explains that this is part of a 
project that’s taking place around 
the globe. It was stimulated by a 
massive ocean warming episode 
11 years ago. Overheated waters 
worldwide forced the colorful 
microorganisms that live inside 
the coral to abandon their homes. 
The coral turned white — it 
bleached. And a staggering 16 
percent of all the world’s coral 
died off during that episode. 
“And it basically got people 


But much to everybody’s relief, 
the coral here didn’t die off. 
The live-in microorganisms 
eventually returned to the 
mineral coral skeletons. The reef 
regained its color and came back 
to life. 

Too Many Nutrients 

The next day, the biologists take 
their first dive. It’s right off one 
of the many resorts on Bonaire. 
Ramon deLeon squeezes into 
his wetsuit and straps on a 35- 
pound tank. 

Clipboard in one hand, 
measuring square in the other, 
deLeon trudges across a small 
beach of imported sand and leads 
his colleagues into the water. 
This resort looks idyllic — the 
sand, palm trees, a tiki hut bar. 
But as Mark Vermeij emerges 
from the dive an hour later, he 
says the reef offshore looks bad. 
“This is not something you get 
happy about, that’s for sure,” 
he says. Many of the corals 
had toppled over — the result 
of Tropical Storm Omar last 
October. 

That in itself shouldn’t be such 
a big deal. Reefs have been 
clobbered by storms for millions 
of years, and recovered. But 
Vermeij says the added stress of 
living alongside human beings 
made it hard for this reef to

bounce back. For one thing, 
nutrient runoff from the resort’s 
lush gardens have encouraged 
green algae to smother the coral 
in places. 

“You hit them once and 
everything else follows. Algal 
overgrowth, diseases, death by a 
thousand cuts. That’s what this 
is, right here.” 

Pinpointing The Problems 

Study coordinator Gabriel 
Grimsditch says pinpointing the 
problems — and eliminating 
the causes — can actually help 
corals to recover from bleaching 
and natural disturbances. 

“We’re trying to give [park 
manager Ramon deLeon] some 
data he can point to so he can tell 
people the reef is being affected 
in this way. And there are certain 
actions you can take to improve 
the resilience of the reef.” 

We clamber into one of the 
park’s well worn pick-up trucks 
and drive along the narrow island 
roads. This is actually a desert 
island, as in arid. But people 
want it to look like the classic 
Caribbean paradise, so they 
plant coconut palms and other 
vegetation. Then they water. 
And the water rushes through the 
porous soils, sweeping nutrients 
with it. 

“These nutrients will end up, 
sooner or later, in the reef,” de 
Leon says. 

Nobody wants to hurt the reef, he 
says. On the other hand, nobody 
really wants to hear from the 
park manager that they need to 
change their ways. 

“Sometimes you have to point 
fingers and say: ‘This is the 
problem. You are the cause. You 
have to solve it,”’ deLeon says. 
“Nobody likes that so we have to 
do it very carefully. But overall I 
think people appreciate what we 
do for the coral reef here.” 


Signs Of Hope 

Since deLeon came to Bonaire 
11 years ago from Uruguay, 
he’s been telling people that 
if they care about the reef, 
they need to think differently 
about everything from coastal 
development and irrigation, to 
fishing. 

And when he wants to show 
off just how healthy a reef can 
be, he takes people to one of 
the island’s more remote and 
unpopulated dive spots. 

In fact, the science team heads 
to one of those pristine sites the 
next day. An island mockingbird 
calls down from a cactus as the 
divers gear up. 

Once again, the divers disappear 
beneath the waves. But this 
time, when Mark Vermeij 
comes back, he looks happier. 
This reef, he says, is “orders of 
magnitudes better” than the one 
at the resort. 

Vermeij says the reef here felt 
the impact of the same storm 
that caused so much damage 
down the coast last fall.”The 
place got hammered like hell, 
but it’s grown back like hell, 
too,” he says. 

Everything that should be 
working to help the reef recover 
is working here, he says. 

Coral “that were lying on the 
ground are growing back. 
There are lots of parrotfish. 
Everybody’s happy. But, yeah, it 
doesn’t result in a postcard reef 
sort of thing. No. Resilience: the 
ability to come back after you 
got kicked very hard. This is the 
place where it actually works 
like that.” 

The lesson here is clear. A reef 
that’s healthy to begin with 
can rebound. So, he says, to 
help these rich and abundant 
ecosystems survive global 
warming, we need to reduce the 
stresses that are on them now.Q

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NY lawsuit v. Anna Nicole 
Smith book’s author OK’d

NEW YORK - A jury can 
decide whether the author 
of a best-selling book about 
the death of ex-Playboy 
playmate Anna Nicole Smith 
defamed her lawyer by 
making allegations that may 
be too outlandish to be true, 
including that he pimped her 
to up to 50 men a year, a judge 
concluded Wednesday. 

U.S. District Judge Denny 
Chin found plenty of reasons to 
let a jury hear the facts behind 
a $60 million libel lawsuit 
brought by lawyer Howard 
K. Stem against “Blonde 
Ambition” author Rita Cosby, 
a veteran television news 
anchor and “Inside Edition” 
correspondent. The lawsuit 
was filed less than a month 
after the book was published 
in September 2007. 

The judge said the book’s 
claim that Stem had a sexual 
relationship with Larry 
Birkhead, the father of Smith’s 
child, was “nothing short 
of explosive. Perhaps too 
explosive.” “In other words,” 
he said, “printing a claim that 
Birkhead and Stern had sex 
would be a way to make it to 
the top of the bestseller list, 
and a reasonable jury could 
find that Cosby ignored the 
inherently improbable nature 
of the statement in her zeal to 
write a blockbuster book.” 
Stem and Birkhead have 
denied any sexual relationship 
between them. 

The judge said there was 
“substantial evidence” to let 
a reasonable jury find Cosby 


acted with malice in stating in 
the book that Smith obtained 
a copy of a videotape of 
Birkhead and Stern having 
sex and regularly watched it 
in front of her nannies. 

He noted that Cosby traveled 
to the Bahamas after Stern 
filed the lawsuit to try to 
meet with the nannies and in 
a conversation with one of 
their representatives proposed 
paying the nannies to sign 
an affidavit supporting the 
statements attributed to 
them in the book, which was 
published by Hachette Book 
Group USA Inc. The judge, 
who dropped the publisher as 
a defendant, called Cosby’s 
actions “extremely troubling” 
and said they “suggest 
that she was attempting to 
obstmct justice by tampering 
with witnesses.” He said 
a reasonable jury could 
conclude that Cosby knew she 
had fabricated the information 
about Smith watching 
videotape and “was desperate 
to come up with an after-the- 
fact verification of one of the 
more salacious and explosive 
allegations in the book.” 

He also said a jury can decide 
whether there was malice in 
the book’s statements that 
Smith thought Stern was 
involved in the death of her 
son and that many people in 
Smith’s inner circle thought 
Stern was involved in her 
death. He tossed out eight of 
19 other claims. 

Cosby lawyer Elizabeth 
A. McNamara said she 
was gratified the judge 
had dismissed some of the 
statements at issue in the case 
and was “fully confident” the 
jury would dismiss the others 
once it hears the evidence 
surrounding Stem’s life with 
Smith. 

The judge also wrote that there 
was evidence that Cosby made 
up quotes. He said a jury could 
conclude that statements in the 
book that Smith knowingly 
acted as a prostitute with 
Stern as her pimp or that 
Stern dmgged her and pimped 
her to as many as 50 men 
a year “are so inherently 
improbable that Cosby was 
reckless in including them in 
the book.’Q

Marines assault Taliban 
tawn in Afghanistan

DAHANEH, Afghanistan (AP) — Helicopter- 
borne U.S. Marines backed by Harrier jets 
stormed a Taliban-held town in southern 
Afghanistan before dawn Wednesday, the 
launch of a new operation to uproot Taliban 
fighters from a longtime base and provide 
security for next week’s presidential election. 
The troops exchanged heavy fire with 
insurgents, killing at least seven in an offensive 
they hoped would also cut Taliban supply lines 
and isolate their fighters. 

Associated Press journalists traveling with 
the first wave said militants fired small arms, 
mortars and rocket-propelled grenades after 
helicopters dropped the troops over Taliban 
lines. Fighting lasted more than eight hours, 
as Harrier jets streaked overhead and dropped 
flares in a show of force. 

The Taliban put up such fierce resistance that 
Marines said they suspected the militants knew 
the assault was coming. 

Other Marines met heavy resistance as they 
fought to seize control of the mountains 
surrounding Dahaneh in the southern province 
of Helmand. Another convoy of Marines rolled 
into the town despite roadside bomb attacks 
and gunfire. 

It was the first time NATO troops had entered 


Dahaneh, which has been under Taliban control 
for years. 

U.S., NATO and Afghan troops are working 
to protect voting sites around the country so 
Afghans can take part in the country’s second- 
ever direct presidential election on Aug. 20. 
Taliban militants have vowed to disrupt the 
elections, and attacks are on the rise. 

At the Pentagon, spokesman Bryan Whitman 
said the operation was “going as planned.” 
“They are engaged in a fight. They are meeting 
some resistance,” he said. He would not say 
how long the current offensive will last. 
Marines said they killed between seven and 
10 militants in Wednesday’s push and seized 
about 66 pounds of opium, which the militants 
use to finance their insurgency. Troops hope to 
restore control of the town so that residents can 
vote in the election. 

The new offensive, named “Eastern Resolve 2,” 
is designed to break the monthslong stalemate 
in this southern valley where the Taliban are 
solidly entrenched. By occupying Dahaneh, the 
Marines hope to isolate insurgents in woods 
and mountains, away from civilian centers. 

“I think this has the potential to be a watershed,” 
said Capt. Zachary Martin, commander of Golf 
Company, 2nd Battalion, 3rd Marines, who led 
the assault.

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New justice Sotomayor celebrated at White House

WASHINGTON (AP) 
President Barack Obama 
threw a big White House 
party Wednesday to celebrate 
Sonia Sotomayor as the U.S. 
Supreme Court’s first Latino 
justice — and to publicly 
savor the victory sure to earn 
him points with politically 
potent Hispanics. The event — 
televised remarks from Obama 


and Sotomayor followed by 
a private reception for a few 
hundred supporters — was 
packed with Sotomayor’s 
family and friends, lawmakers, 
issue advocates, Hispanic 
community leaders and two 
of her fellow Supreme Court 
justices. The jubilance of 
those who helped shepherd 
her confirmation through the 
Senate gave the event a pep- 
rally feel amid the stately 
grandeur of the East Room. 


The nine-member Supreme 
Court is a separate branch of 
government that frequently 
rules on cases critical to the 
administration in power. Still, 
because presidents make the 
nominations — and because 
Supreme Court confirmations 
have become taxing, politically 
hard-fought affairs — it is 
common for the White House 
to stage celebrations once the 
nominees are confirmed. 
Typically, though not always, 
justices have two swearing- 
in ceremonies, an intimate 
judicial oath at the Supreme 
Court followed by a pomp- 
filled White House event 
in which the new justice 
takes the constitutional oath 
administered to all federal 
employees. This was true 
for Chief Justice John G. 
Roberts Jr. and Justices 
Samuel Alito, Stephen Breyer, 
Clarence Thomas and Ruth 
Bader Ginsberg. During 
Wednesday’s celebration, both 
Obama and Sotomayor heavily 
emphasized the history being 


made now that she has joined 
the court, its first Hispanic 
and just the third woman in its 
220-year history. But she will 
not affect the court’s political 
balance, which has tended 
toward conservative rulings 
in recent years. Justices often 
serve for life or until they 
decide to retire. 

The lines from both about 
Sotomayor’s unlikely rise, 
from a poor and difficult 
childhood in public housing 
projects in New York to an 
education at elite universities 
and distinguished legal career, 
were huge crowd-pleasers. 
Nearly every time either 
mentioned the inspirational 
qualities of Sotomayor’s 
nomination by Obama in 
May and confirmation by the 
Senate last Thursday, people 
clapped, cheered and jumped 
to their feet. Obama’s words 
that Sotomayor’s move brings 
the nation “another step to 
the more perfect union that 
we all seek” were welcome 
in the room. They were also 


a reminder to Latino voters 
around the nation that Obama, 
the country’s first black 
president, is the one who at 
last put one of their own in one 
of America’s most prestigious 
jobs. “While this is Justice 
Sotomayor’s achievement, 
the result of her ability and 
determination, this moment is 
not just about her. It’s about 
every child who will grow up 
thinking to him or herself, Tf 
Sonia Sotomayor can make 
it, then maybe I can, too,”’ 
Obama said. “This is a great 
day for America.” 

Hispanics are heavily courted 
by both political parties. 
Despite recent gains by 
Republicans among Latino 
voters, polls show they went 
heavily for Obama over 
Republican John McCain in 
the last election. Sotomayor 
was confirmed by a 68-31 
Senate vote, with Democrats 
warning Republicans voting 
against her that they risked 
a backlash from Hispanic 
voters. □ 
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Plan for troops on US border stalls over money

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 
government plan to use 
National Guard troops to 
help stem Mexican drug 
violence along the southern 
U.S. border is stymied by 
disagreements over who 
will pay for the soldiers and 
how they would be used. 
Ordered by President 
Barack Obama in June to 
help secure the border with 
Mexico, the Pentagon and 
the Homeland Security 
Department drafted a $225 
million plan to deploy 
temporarily 1,500 Guard 
troops to supplement 
17,200 Border Patrol agents 
already there. 

National Guard units are 
military forces in waiting 
made up of civilians who 
train on weekends and 
during the summer. They 
can and have been mobilized 
for battlefield duties in Iraq 
and Afghanistan. 

The two agencies are 
wrangling over how to 
structure the deployment, 
but the primary sticking 
point is the money, 
according to senior 
administration officials 
who spoke on condition 
of anonymity to discuss 
internal deliberations. 

The funding stalemate 
lingers even after Obama 
renewed his commitment 
to Mexican officials on 
Monday to reinforce the 
border and to help Mexico 
battle the drug cartels. 
Fierce battles between 
Mexican law enforcement 
and the cartels have left 
as many as 11,000 people 
dead and fueled concerns 
about violence spilling into 
the U.S. 

“The United States,” 
Obama said during a news 
conference in Mexico 
on Monday, “will also 
meet its responsibilities 
by continuing our efforts 
to reduce the demand for 
drugs and continuing to 
strengthening the security 


of our shared border 
— not only to protect the 
American people, but to 
stem the illegal southbound 
flow of American guns and 
cash that helps fuel this 
extraordinary violence.” 
Meanwhile, state leaders 
are getting impatient. 

Texas Gov. Rick Perry is 
still waiting for a response 
to his request for 1,000 more 
troops, his spokeswoman 
Katherine Cesinger said 
Tuesday. 

“For too long the border has 
gone without the adequate 
resources to secure it,” 
Cesinger said. “It’s a federal 
responsibility but a Texas 
problem.” 

White House spokesman 
Nick Shapiro cautioned that 
Obama has not made any 
decision yet on the issue. 
“The president is firmly 
committed to ensuring that 
our borders are secure and 
that we are doing all that 
we can to cut off the flow 
of drugs, illegal weapons 
and bulk cash in both 
directions,” he said. 

Early drafts of the 
Pentagon’s plan revealed 
Defense would seek 
reimbursement for its costs 
of the program, which is 
slated to last just one year, 
giving the Border Patrol 
time to build up its force of 
agents. 

The Homeland Security 


Department, which expects 
to get roughly $44 billion 
in its overall 2010 budget 
compared to the Pentagon’s 
$636 billion, is also 
reluctant to bear the costs 
of the proposed program. 
Military officials have also 
balked at having a highly 
visible uniformed presence 
at border crossings. 

One administration official 
said an initial Pentagon 
draft was nixed by Defense 
Secretary Robert Gates 
because it suggested that 
Guard troops could be used 
to help screen commercial 
vehicles at the border. 
Defense leaders have been 
insistent that the U.S. 
avoid any appearance of 
militarizing the border, and 


they are opposed to using 
the soldiers at border entry 
points to openly inspect 
vehicles. 

Defense officials have been 
uneasy about the Guard plan 
from the onset, insisting 
that the effort be temporary 
and not tied to any existing 
program that could end up 
being extended or made 
permanent. 

Adding to those concerns 
is the fact that while the 
program would be federally 
funded, the Guard members 
would be under the control 
of the border states’ 
governors. 

At the same time, Pentagon 
officials have grumbled that 
the latest demands come 
as the U.S. is still fighting 


two wars, including an 
escalation of fighting in 
Afghanistan, and the Guard 
units are still needed to take 
on some of the battlefield 
duties 

A new draft that drops those 
border inspections from the 
list of Guard missions was 
prepared, and one senior 
administration official said 
that Gates and Department 
of Homeland Security 
Secretary Janet Napolitano 
agreed on that move in a 
conversation last week. 

One official said a resolution 
to the matter is still some 
weeks away. Other debates 
have involved where the 
soldiers would be stationed 
and what tasks they would 
perform. Q

The questions were tough 
but respectful, and there 
was little of the shouting 
that has dominated similar 
meetings in other parts of 
the country. 

“It seems to me that people 
are expressing, not just on 
health care, but people are 
just very scared about the 
direction the country is 
taking,” said Grassley, who 
emphasized that he hasn’t 
signed off on anything. 
Grassley is the ranking 
Republican on the Senate 
Finance Committee and 
he’s been deep in bargaining 


seeking a compromise 
health care plan that could 
get some Republican votes. 
He made it clear there are 
portions of the current 
measure he can’t swallow. 
The boisterous forums held 
by many federal lawmakers 
have emphasized the 
challenge for President 
Barack Obama’s 

administration as it tries to 
win over skeptical voters 
to an expensive plan to 
overhaul the nation’s health 
care system. 

Pennsylvania Sen. Arlen 
Specter and Missouri 
Sen. Claire McCaskill 
were among those who 
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hosted raucous town halls 
on Tuesday. Speaking 
Wednesday in Harrisburg, 
Pennsylvania, Specter said 
that the protesters are “not 
necessarily representative 
of America” but should be 
heard. 

“There’s more anger out 
there now than I have ever 
seen before,” the Democrat 
said. “And I think the anger 
is caused by so many people 
having lost their jobs and 
(being) worried about losing 
their health insurance.” 

In North Dakota, a raucous 
crowd packed a fire hall in 
Casselton on Wednesday 
to talk to Democratic Sen. 
Byron Dorgan, with few 
signs of support for the 
reform plans. One woman 
was booed when she said an 
overhaul is necessary. 

Other meetings were less 
combative. In Kansas, 
Republican Rep. Lynn 
Jenkins faced a friendly 
crowd of more than 200 
people, drawing applause 
as she listed flaws she sees 
in the legislation before 
Congress. 

Several audience members 


at Topeka’s Holiday Inn 
Holidome said they believe 
Jenkins is listening to them 
— when the Democrats 
controlling Congress are 
not. 

“I think that’s where the 
yelling comes in,” said 
Jerry Aller, a 55-year-old 
farmer and postal worker 
who drove 70 miles from 
his hometown of Hiawatha. 
In Iowa, nearly 500 people 
jammed a sweltering 
community center meeting 
room to see Grassley, with 
virtually all describing 
health reform as a 
government takeover of the 
nation’s health care system 
that’s a prescription for 
disaster. 

Charlotte Fett manages a 
local clinic, and she said 
doctors are already forced 
to fight their way through 
a blizzard of bureaucracy. 
“I’m concerned about the 
layers of regulation that 
health care has now,” she 
said. “This will make it 
worse I think and I’ve been 
in health care for 40 years.” 
“I don’t want the 
government or a bureaucrat 


working for the government 
to come between you 
and your doctor,” said 
Grassley. “I think the 
stakes are very, very high.” 
Grassley has opposed 
Obama’s call for creation 
of a public option that the 
president says would drive 
up competition and force 
private insurers too reduce 
their rates. Grassley says 
only people in the country 
legally should be covered by 
a government-funded health 
care program, and opposes 
any plan that “determines 
when you’re going to pull 
the plug on grandma.” 
None of the bills in 
Congress would provide 
health insurance to 
illegal immigrants, but it 
didn’t keep people from 
expressing concern about it. 
Obama has declared that 
the provision causing the 
uproar over end-of-life care 
only authorizes Medicare to 
pay doctors for counseling 
about end-of-life care. He 
says it would not “basically 
pull the plug on grandma 
because we decided that 
it’s too expensive to 
let her live anymore.” 
National Republicans have 
seen an opportunity in the 
health care debate to target 
vulnerable Democrats. 
The National Republican 
Campaign Committee plans 
to run television and radio 
advertisements throughout 
August targeting at least 
seven members of Congress 
in competitive races. □

COLUMBIA, S.C. - Death 
row inmate Chadrick Fulks 
insists he wants to help a slain 
West Virginia college student’s 
family find solace by leading 
investigators to her body. 

It wouldn’t be the first time 
he’s made that claim. State 
and federal authorities spent 
six years on wild goose chases 
prompted by tips from Fulks 
before one of his clues actually 
led searchers to another victim 
of his 2,300-mile crime spree, 
which left two women dead 
and several people injured in 
2002 . 

“I will fight until my last breath 
to make sure that Samantha 
is recovered as well,” Fulks, 
32, wrote in a recent letter to 
The Associated Press from 
the federal death row in Terre 
Haute, Ind. 

But now, the same volunteer 
who successfully unearthed 
one of Fulks’ victims says she’s 
not so sure the condemned 
man really wants anyone to 
find the other, 19-year-old 
Marshall University student 
Samantha Burns. 

The volunteer, Monica Caison, 
is the founder of Community 
United Effort - Center for 
Missing Persons. She led the 


team that found the remains of 
Alice Donovan, a 44-year-old 
South Carolina woman, earlier 
this year, but is frustrated by 
the search for Bums. 

“I’ve found people missing 
for 15 years or more, more 
easily than this,” said Caison, 
whose recent searches of mral, 
wooded parts of West Virginia 
based on tips from Fulks have 
turned up nothing. “I try not 
to let my frustration show. ... 
Everybody expects to get out 
there and find her and have 
the same success that we had 
with Alice.” 

After Fulks sent her a map 
and photos earlier this 
year, claiming they were 
Donovan’s final resting place, 
Caison drove directly from 
Wilmington, N.C., to South 
Carolina, where in January she 
found bones in thick bmsh near 
the North Carolina line. Last 
month, DNA tests confirmed 
the remains belonged to 
Donovan, information that 
left Fulks feeling somewhat 
vindicated. 

“I’m thankful that her family 
can now have a proper burial 
for her,” Fulks wrote, “and 
I can only pray that in some 
way this will help them to 
begin to heal.” 

That chance came only after 
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AP Exclusive: Killer says 
he wants to make amends 


years of fruitless searching. 
Right after Fulks was arrested 
inNovember2002, information 
he gave agents prompted them 
to spend their Thanksgiving 
looking through another patch 
of woods, but they found 
nothing. In the six years after 
that, Fulks repeatedly urged 
state and federal authorities to 
search several different areas. 
It has never been clear if he was 
intentionally misleading them 
or simply forgot where the 
bodies had been discarded. 
Donovan’s daughters are 
planning to bury their 
mother Nov. 14, the seventh 
anniversary of her death. Fulks, 
who says his own brother 
recently committed suicide in 


jail and was buried the same 
day Donovan’s remains were 
identified, wrote to the AP 
that he now understands the 
anguish felt by both victims’ 
families. 

“Seeing his pain made me 
constantly think about Alice 
and Samanthas familys pain 
and it has drove me to not 
give up until they both were 
found,” he wrote. 

Earlier this year, Fulks wrote 
to Caison again, sending a map 
and photos of the rural area 
where he says Bums ’ body was 
dumped. He and co-defendant 
Brandon Basham pleaded 
guilty to killing her during 
their spree, which authorities 
said also included carjacking 


a Kentucky man and leaving 
him for dead, shooting a South 
Carolina man who refused to 
give them his vehicle, and 
attacking police officers in 
Kentucky and Ohio. The spree 
started when they broke out of 
a Kentucky jail. 

Both men are on federal 
death row in Terre Haute, Ind. 
Fulks has consistently blamed 
Basham for the women’s 
deaths but insists he also 
knows where the bodies are. 

In March, Caison led a group 
through a wooded area in 
southwestern West Virginia 
at Fulks’ direction, her spirits 
renewed by the success 
in identifying Donovan’s 
remains. Q

A combined force of 
approximately 400 U.S. forces 
and about 100 Afghan army 
soldiers took part in the attack, 
which included helicopters, 
snipers, and female Marines 
brought in to interact with 
Afghan women during the 
compound-by- compound 
search conducted by Afghan 
forces who accompanied the 
Americans. 

The Marines arrived in 
helicopters under cover of 
darkness, but at morning 
light, militants unleashed their 
weapons. 

Marines cried out “Incoming!” 
as the whistles of Taliban 
rockets approached. A heavy 
rocket targeted a Marine 
outpost, but flew over the 
small base, while a mortar 
round landed just 20 yards 
(meters) from a Humvee on 
the town’s outskirts. 


“Just a few meters further 
and I’d be dead,” said Corp. 
Joshua Jackson, 23, from 
Copley, Ohio, after one round 
landed nearby. 

Progress into the town was 
slowed by a heavy machine 
gun the Taliban had in one 
of the streets. Militants also 
brought in a truck to fire heavy 
missiles. 

Marines said the Taliban’s 
reputation for firing poorly 
aimed shots and fleeing had 
not proved true here. 

“This is a Taliban home down 
here, so for once they’re not 
running,” said Lance Corp. 
Garett Davidson, 24, of West 
Desmorins, Iowa. 

Fighting was made harder 
for the Marines by the fact 
insurgents were shooting from 
house rooftops and courtyards, 
potentially putting civilians 
in danger. But civilians — 
perhaps 100 — were seen 
fleeing on foot in the early 
morning, leaving the Marines 
confident that those left in the 
town were militants. 



Martin said the Marines 
would strictly limit the type 
of weapons they used and 
would stick to a “proportional 
response” when under fire to 
limit civilian casualties. 

After militants fired volleys 
of rockets from a mud-wall 
compound, the Marines called 
in a missile strike, and Capt. 
Zachary Martin said seven to 
10 militants inside were killed. 
No civilians were inside, he 
said. 

“We were tracking these 
individuals, they were there 
... and then boom, and they 
weren’t there,” Martin said. 
Martin confirmed suspicions 
among the Marines that the 
fierce resistance indicated 
that the Taliban had been 
tipped off about the operation 
beforehand. “I’m pretty sure 
they knew of it in advance,” 
he said. 

Once the second largest-town 
in Helmand, Naw Zad has been 
almost emptied of its 30,000 
inhabitants after three years of 
near-constant fighting.□ 
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Muslim woman barred from Paris pool for ‘burquinl’

PARIS (AP) — A Muslim 
woman who tried to go 
swimming in a head-to- 
toe swimsuit dubbed a 
“burquini” has been banned 
from her local pool in 
the latest tussle between 
religious practices and 
secular authority in France. 
Officials on Wednesday 
insisted they banned the 
woman’s use of the Islam- 
friendly suit because of 
France’s unusually strict 
hygiene standards in pools 
— not because of official 
hostility to wearing overtly 
Muslim garb. 

Under the policy, swimmers 
are prevented from wearing 
any street-compatible or 
baggy clothing, such as 
Bermuda shorts, in favor of 
figure-hugging suits. 
Nonetheless the woman, 
a 35-year-old convert to 
Islam identified only as 
Carole, complained of 
religious discrimination 
after trying to go swimming 
in a “burquini,” a a full- 
body swimsuit, in the Paris 
suburb of Emerainville. 

She was quoted as telling the 
daily Le Parisien newspaper 


that she had bought the 
burquini after deciding “it 
would allow me the pleasure 
of bathing without showing 
too much of myself, as 
Islam recommends.” 

“For me this is nothing but 
segregation,” she added. 
Daniel Guillaume, a 
regional official in charge 
of swimming pools, said the 
refusal had nothing to do 
with religion and everything 
to do with public health 
standards. He swimmers 
throughout France must 
wear special clothes to the 
pool, whereas a “burquini” 
could be worn all day long. 
“These clothes are used 
in public, so they can 
contain molecules, viruses, 
et cetera, which will go 
in the water and could 
be transmitted to other 
bathers,” Guillaume said in 
a telephone interview. 

“We reminded this woman 
that one should not bathe 
all dressed, just as we 
would tell someone who 
is a nudist not to bathe all 
naked,” he said. Guillaume 
said France’s public health 
standards require all pool- 
goers to don appropriate 
attire — swimsuits for 


women and tight, swim- 
specific briefs for men — 
and caps to cover their hair. 
Bathers also must shower 
before entering the water. 
Guillaume said Carole had 
tried to fde a complaint at a 
local police station, but her 
request was turned down as 
groundless. 


Carole told the daily Le 
Parisien she would protest 
with the help of anti- 
discrimination groups. 

The Associated Press could 
not reach the woman for 
comment Wednesday. 

The issue ofreligious attire is 
a hot topic in France, where

Piracy has exploded off the 
coast of lawless Somalia — 
but could this be an almost 
unheard of case of sea banditry 
in European waters? 

“If this is a criminal act, it 
appears to be following a 
new business model,” Marine 
intelligence expert Graeme 
Gibbon-Brooks told Sky News 
on Wednesday. 

Russian President Dmitry 
Medvedev ordered the 
country’s defense minister 
on Wednesday to take “all 
necessary measures” to find 


the missing cargo ship and, 
if necessary, to free its crew, 
the Kremlin said. Wives and 
other relatives of the crew 
members issued an appeal to 
the Russian government to 
carry out a full-scale rescue 
mission, using all of Russia’s 
special services. 

The mystery began on July 24, 
when the 15 crew members of 
the Arctic Sea said they were 
tied up and beaten by a group 
of up to 10 men who boarded 
the ship off the Swedish 
island of Oland. The masked 
men identified themselves as 
police officers — but Swedish 
police said they hadn’t been 
searching ships in that area. 
Swedish police investigator 
Ingemar Isaksson said the 
crew then claimed that the 
men left the ship 12 hours 
later in a high-speed inflatable 
boat. “We were very puzzled 
when we first heard about 
this,” Isaksson said then. “I 
have never heard of anything 
like this in Swedish waters.” 
On July 28, the Arctic Sea 
made contact with British 
maritime authorities as it 
passed through the busy 
English Channel. The ship 
made a routine, mandatory 
report — saying who they 
were, where they were from, 
where they were going and 
what their cargo was. It 
appeared routine, said Mark 
Clark of Britain’s Maritime 
and Coastguard Agency. 

He said the agency is 
“extremely curious” about 
what happened to the ship. 
“It’s bizarre,” he said. “There 
is no coastguard I know who 
can remember anything like 
this happening.” 

Where the ship was next 
spotted is uncertain. Russian 
media reports say the last 
contact was on July 30 when 
the ship was in the Bay of 
Biscay, and that it was later 
spotted by a Portuguese 
patrol plane, but there was no 
contact. 

But Portuguese Navy 
spokesman Commander 
Joao Barbosa said “we can 
guarantee that the ship is not 
in Portuguese waters nor did it 
ever pass through Portuguese 
waters.” 

The cargo was shipped by 
Finnish wood supplier Rets 
Timber, and is worth 1.3 


million euros ($1.84 million), 
the company said. 

“We have no idea where the 
ship is,” company managing 
director Kari Naumanen told 
the AP in Helsinki. 

Experts are very concerned 
about the vessel and crew, but 
at the same time are wary of 
attributing the disappearance 
to armed bandits. 

“There have been no attacks 
in European waters,” said 
Pottengal Mukundan, 

director of the London- 
based International Maritime 
Bureau. “It’s not the kind of 
area where pirates would find 
it easy to operate.” 

Nick Davis, the chief executive 


of the Merchant Maritime 
Warfare Centre, told the BBC 
that if anything had happened 
to the ship, cargo would have 
been found. 

“I strongly suspect that this is 
probably a commercial dispute 
with its owner and a third party 
and they’ve decided to take 
matters into their own hands,” 
he said Wednesday.

Nearly half a ton of cocaine 
seized in Greece 

ATHENS, Greece (AP) — Authorities seized nearly half a 
ton of cocaine and arrested five suspected members of an 
international drug smuggling ring, Greece’s Finance Ministry 
said Wednesday. 

The ministry said the 1,000 pounds of cocaine originated 
from landlocked Bolivia and was smuggled by freighter to 
Greece’s main port of Piraeus, near Athens. 

Officials at the Finance Ministry’s fraud agency could not be 
reached for comment to say where the freighter had sailed 
from. 

It was one of the largest quantities of the drug ever seized in 
Greece. 

The cocaine was located last month, following a tip-off 
from the U.S. Drug Enforcement Administration, in a ship’s 
container filled with scrap aluminum, a ministry statement 
said Wednesday. 

Following a long surveillance operation, authorities early 
Tuesday arrested four Greeks and a Bulgarian man in Athens 
and Greece’s second-largest city of Thessaloniki. 

The drugs were believed to have been headed for Bulgaria. 
Finance Minister Yiannis Papathanasiou described the 
operation as a “major success” in fighting drug traffickers^

ABUJA, Nigeria (AP) 
— U.S. Secretary of State 
Hillary Rodham Clinton 
on Wednesday urged oil- 
rich Nigeria to embrace 
broad political reform and 
ease tensions that have led 
to sectarian violence and 
disrupted energy production 
in the Niger Delta. 

On the fifth stop during a 
seven-nation tour of Africa, 
Clinton said that action on 
those fronts was needed to 
protect the country’s status 
as the continent’s largest 
oil producer and largest 
recipient of direct U.S. 
investment. 

“It is critical for the people 
of Nigeria, first and 
foremost, but indeed for the 
United States that Nigeria 
succeeds in fulfilling its 
promise,” Clinton told a 
news conference in the 
Nigerian capital of Abuja 
after meeting Nigerian 
Foreign Minister Ojo 
Maduekwe. 

“We strongly support and 
encourage the government 
of Nigeria’s efforts to 
increase transparency, 
reduce corruption (and) 
provide support for 
democratic processes in 
preparation for the 2011 
elections,” she said. 

U.S. officials regardN igeria, 
Africa’s most populous 
nation, as a bellwether for 
the continent’s success 
and have expressed deep 
concern about the coup- 
prone country’s political 
situation, especially after 
2007 elections that were 
marred by fraud. 

Maduekwe said there was 
a “national consensus 
on issues of enhanced 
democracy, a deep 
commitment to rule of 
law and electoral reforms” 
and pledged that President 
Umaru Yar’Adua’s 

government would deliver 
on reform. 

Nigeria is the fifth-largest 
supplier of oil to the United 


States and U.S. officials are 
also troubled by unrest and 
kidnappings in the Niger 
Delta, where indigenous 
groups have complained 
vehemently about 

exploitation of oil reserves 
by foreign petroleum 
companies. 

Violence in the region has 
led to cuts in production 
that in June led to Angola 
surpassing Nigeria in 
monthly oil production. 

To deal with the situation, 
Yar’Adua has offered 
militants in the Niger Delta 
amnesty if they turn in their 
arms, register and take part 
in reintegration programs. 
Maduekwe said the offer, 
which took effect earlier 
this month, was the result 
of a realization that a new 
method had to be used 
to deal with the unrest, 
which the government had 
previously tried to quell 
with military force. 

“We clearly understood 
the need to be bold and 
imaginative in dealing with 
that,” he said. “Old methods 
were not going to be good 
enough.” 

Maduekwe saidthe week-old 
amnesty offer had already 
succeeded in improving oil 
production levels. “Even 
the mere perception that 
peace is coming back, 
amnesty is working, the oil 
levels are gradually coming 
up again.” 

Clinton said the amnesty 
approach was “very 
promising” and said 
Washington would look at 
ways it might be able to 
assist. She added that she 
wanted to help ensure that 
“money from the earth and 
its riches should be spent on 
the people” of Nigeria and 
other African nations. 

In addition to the Niger 
Delta unrest, U.S. officials 
are concerned by a recent 
explosion of sectarian 
violence sparked by the 
killing of the head of the 
militant Islamist Boko 
Haram sect that left more 


than 700 people dead in the 
mainly Muslim north. 

The emergence of Boko 
Haram — which is 
translated as “Western 
education is sacrilege” and 
seeks the imposition of 
strict Islamic Shariah law 
in secular Nigeria — has 
led to fears of the spread of 
Islamist extremism in the 
country. 

Clinton declined to offer an 
opinion on the government’s 
actions during the violence 
that began after sect 
members attacked a police 
station and the death in 
apparent custody of the 
group’s leader, but said 
there was “no doubt” that 
Islamist extremists wanted 
to expand their influence in 
Africa. 

Maduekwe said Nigerians 
in general were not 
susceptible to extremist 
ideology and attributed 
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the “spasm of violence” 
to misguided youths with 
political aims hiding behind 
religion. 

Nigeria is the fifth country 
Clinton has visited so far

CHASKA, Minnesota (AP) 
— Paul Azinger pulled the 
driver from his bag because 
there really is no other option 
at Hazeltine. The sign post 
on the opening hole has 
two words and two sets of 
numbers that serve as a not- 
so-subtle welcome to the U.S. 
PGA Championship. 

490 yards. Par 4. 

If that’s not enough, the wind 
was in his face. 

A stream of fans was crossing 
the fairway about 200 yards 
off the tee, and as a marshal 
frantically waved his arms to 
stop the traffic, Azinger told 
him not to worry. He thought 
even he could keep the ball in 
the air that long, and he then 
ripped a shot that traveled 
well over their heads. 

No need to put the cover 
back on the driver or any of 
the fairway metals for most 
players in the U.S. PGA 
Championship. 

The tournament starts on 
Thursday, already in the record 
books without a single shot 
having been hit that counts on 
the card. Hazeltine National 
measures an official 7,674 


yards, making it the longest 
course in major championship 
history. The previous record 
was 7,643 yards last year 
at Torrey Pines for the U.S. 
Open. Before that, the record 
belonged to Medinah No. 3, 
which was 7,561 yards for the 
2006 U. S. PGA Championship. 
And before that, it was 7,514 
yards at Whistling Straits for 
the 6 04 U.S. PGA. 


You get the picture. 

“Looking forward to playing 
a major one day that does not 
promote itself as the longest 
ever,” Geoff Ogilvy said on 
Twitter. 

The U.S. PGA Championship 
bills itself as “Glory’s Last 
Shot” because it is the final 
chance of the year to win a 
major. That takes on particular 
significance for Tiger Woods, 


whose five victories this year 
do not include the kind he 
covets the most. 

Woods is trying to match 
Jack Nicklaus and Walter 
Hagen with his fifth U.S. 
PGA Championship victory, 
and continue toward a more 
obscure record. Hagen won 
a major six years in a row; 
Woods is at four.

Sabah scored in the 82nd minute for Mexico 
to beat the United States 2-1 in a World Cup 
qualifier on Wednesday.

La ministra coordinadora de la Production, Nataly Celi, 
seiialo que “esta todavia en analisis” la resolucion 1251 
del que la CAN emitio el 8 de agosto, segun la cual los 
aranceles aplicados a 1.346 partidas constituyen “un 
gravamen” que es “incompatible con los objetivos del 
Programa de Liberation del Acuerdo de Cartagena”. 

El organismo regional dio 15 dias para que Ecuador 
remueva la medida. Cely seiialo que el gobiemo defendera 
su position en los proximos dias. Desde el 10 de julio 
Ecuador aplico gravo temporalmente las importaciones 
provenientes de Colombia con aranceles de entre 5 y 
86% aduciendo que lo hacia para corregir distorsiones 
comerciales generadas por devaluaciones del peso 
colombiano frente al dolar, la moneda de uso corriente en 
Ecuador. 

La medida, que podria ser aplicada hasta maximo por un 
ano, fue rechazada por los colombianos y es analizada en
